DIDSBURY NEEDS YOUR BUSINESS 


The weather is dry, very dry for the Didsbury dist- 
rict at this time of year, and old timers tell us that 
while the weather is unusual, it was just as dry back 
in 1919. If it stays dry we can't expect much crop, al- 
though good general rains now would change the 
outlook entirely. 

There is nothing we can do about the weather, 
and while business in general will no doubt suffer due 
to decreased income of our farmers, who after all pro- 
vide the prosperity of this district, we can help our- 
selves over the lean periods by keeping what business | 
there is at home wherever possible, and patronizing 
our local concerns where price and quality are taken 
into consideration. 

The farmer may be in financial difficulty if he 
hasn't a crop, but if he has been a good customer, loyal 
to his home town merchants, he can expect some con- 
sideration if he needs temporary credit, providing he 
has kept that credit good. On the other hand when he 
buys in his home town he is providing profits for local 
business concerns, a part of which goes in the form of 
taxes to keep up churches, schools and other commun- 
ity enterprises from which everyone benefits in some 
way or another. If a business place is prosperous it 
can provide better service, more goods to choose from, 
at prices to compare favorably with the cities. 

Your local newspaper is a firm believer in home 
town support. But home town trading does not mean 
that the farmer should buy in Didsbury, while the town 
residents and business men patronize outside concerns. 
Our business men should set an example for others. 
Some of them at times seem to forget this important 
fact, but it may be brought home to them very forcibly 
in the months to come. 


WHO ARE THE WORKERS ? 


At any big election time the standard practice of 
those seeking office is to appeal to the worker. If} 
elected, they chant, they will look after the worker. 


is this worker whose vote they are soliciting? 

Obviously, it is the man who toils with his hands. 
But, by that very explanation, the vote of the profes- | 
sinal man, the doctor, the lawyer, the merchant, the 
industrialist, is being ignored. But are not these men 
just as much workers as those who wield a hammer 
or bend over a lathe? Many a man who is not dignified 
by the title ‘‘worker’’ works longer over his desk than 
the member of the union and often he takes his prob- 
lem home to the exclusion of his leisure time. 

On this subject of classifying workers, we take | 
pleasure in quoting the Timmins, Ontario, ‘Press’ 
which editorialized, in part, as follows: 

“Work is not confined to manipulating the hands. 
The brain worker is often subject to just as much 
fatigue—sometimes bodily as well as mentally—as is 
the man at the factory bench. Moreover, when the 
average factory hand quits for the day, his troubles 
are over until the next morning. But not so with the 
business executive. His business is on his mind during 
all of his waking hours. He finds himself returning to 
his office, or working out his problems at home to the 
exclusion of worldly pleasures which may be enjoyed 
regularly by the man who handles tools and confines 
his work to regular hours. 


“...Itis a fine thing to honour the men who 
labour, for they are the salt of the earth; but all the 
labourers do not wear overalls. Vast numbers of them | 
may be found among the class of people who are| 
holding so-called ‘white collar’’ jobs—many of them 
indeed working harder and putting in longer hours!

of being known as workingmen.”
